Review Histories 


The Public Health Service, dis- 


closing Friday night that it had 
called the experts for a two-day 
conference, said: 


"The consultants are reviewing 


the epidemiological and medical 
histories of polio cases who re- 
ceived the Cutter vaccine." 


The reference was to the vaccine 


supplied by Cutter Laboratories of 
Berkeley, Calif., which was with- 
drawn for further tests after a 
number of children inoculated with 
it were stricken by polio. 


The experts here, like others 


working in California, were seek- 
ing to determine whether some 
possible imperfection in the vac- 
cine supply, or mere coincidence, 
was responsible for the new cases. 


In Berkeley, Dr. Robert K. Cut- 


ter and other officials of the Cutter 
Laboratories said they feel they 
are using a basically air tight 
procedure for testing their vaccine. 
Present principles will be retained, 
they said, even though some 
changes may be made in proced- 
ure.

More Dust

More dust clouds darkened the 


Western Plains today but some of 
the dry spots in western Texas and 
Oklahoma got much-needed rain. 


The blowing dust was reported 


from eastern Colorado and west- 
em Kansas northward into west- 
ern Nebraska and eastern Wyo- 
ming. The dust storms struck in 
eastern Colorado and Wyoming 
yesterday with gusts up to 68 miles 
an hour at Lander, Wyo. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau at Den- 


ver said the dust rose as high as 
17,500 feet. Visibility was cut to 
one-fourth mile at Akron, Colo., 
and Sidney, Neb., arid averaged 
between two and seven miles in 
other parts of the storm belt. 


Thunderstorms were reported in 


sections of western Texas and 
Oklahoma, with nearly one inch of 
rain at Guymon, Okla., and more 
than one-half inch at Dalhart, 
Tex. 


Other wet spots early today in- 


cluded the Middle Atlantic Coast 
and parts of California and Ore- 
gon.

The Chamber'8 education com- 


mittee chairman, Harold Beatty, 
ntroduced Grade School Board 
President John O. Thomas, who 
then introduced other members of 
the board. 


Thomas presented the following 


report on the grade schools: 


The present enrollment is 690, 


and 90 are kindergarten pupils. In 
a report after a local, visit, the 
State Department of Public In- 
struction recommended that any 
further expansion should be on a 
new site. 


The assessed valuation of the 


district is about $14,000,000, .and 
bonding power is about $700,000. 
Indebtedness is $135,000, and the 
education tax rate is 61 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. At pres- 
ent the district is receiving $40,000 
in state aid, and it is necessary 
to meet state requirements to re- 
ceive the aid. 


Thomas said the board is trying 


to solve the problems of finances 
arid growing enrollments in an 
orderly and correct fashion. He 
said there is a total of 18, class- 
rooms and one shop for 600 pupils, 
and one room serves 90 kinder- 
garten pupils who are attending 
school this year on a two-thirds 
time basis. 


The grade school board meets 


the second Monday of each month. 


Gerald Fearer, president of the 


high school board, introduced other 
members of that board. He told of 
plans to expand the present high 
school to include farm shop, more 
complete industrial arts depart- 
ment, commercial and home eco- 
nomics department and cafeteria. 


A gym or fieldhouse has been 


discussed, but there also is need 
for rooms, he said. 


Fearer reported the assessed 


valuation of the high school dis 
trict is $20,000,000 with a bonding 
power of $1,017,000. It has a debf 
of $26,000, which will be paid nex; 
year. He said the education tax 
rate is 51 cents per $100 of assess 
ed valuation, and should be raised 
to 75 cents to meet more new 
teachers' salaries. 


High school enrollment this year 


is 299, with 513 expected by 1967.

In Your Bathroom? 
Take Time 
For Critical 
Look Around

Tomorrow, when you straighten 


up the bathroom or guide fnsky 
youngsters through their b&thtime, 
check for safety hazards and care- 
less practices that can result in 
needless injuries, A critical look 
at the normal fuss and muss will 
be more revealing of unsafe habits 
than merely running over a list of 
do's or don'ts in your mund. 


I know because I had a close 


call the other day while bathing 
our two-year-old. 


I stepped away' from the tub to 


get his towel In that moment, he 
tried to climb out, slipped and 
bumped his head painfully (though 
not seriously), on the haid surface. 
It was careless of me to leave an 
active baby even for a moment. 
I chide myself for having neglected 
to put a nonslip rubber mat in the 
tub to give a firmer foothold. 
Needless to add, there's a mat 
there now and the towel is laid out 
next to the tub before we start. 


Test the Water 


Do you always test the bath 


water before you dunk a small 
child? The National Safety Coun- 
cil reminds us that bath water can 
cause fatal scalds. 


Can an older child or adult hold

The National 
Safety Council advocates a good 
grabrail anchored to the wall.

If so, that's your cue to call a 
family conference and point out 
the danger of such practices. 


Say that the split second it 


takes to put the soap back in the 
dish, to slide the blade into a 
wall slot or container or to. shut 
the cabinet may avoid a painful 
fall, a nasty cut or a dented head. 
(.And if they cooperate with these 
suggestions, they may even put 
the cap back on the tooth paste! 
Who knows?) 


With the exception of electric 


razors, the safest plan is to rule 
electrical appliances off-limits in 
the bathroom. The National Safe- 
ty Council does suggest that if 
an appliance must be used m the 
bathroom, put it where it cannot 
be reached from tub or wash 
bowl. 


Although I've switched the light 


on over 
the basin dozens of 


times, I didn't know whether it 
was safe or not until I read the 
council's caution. If there is a 
metal pull chain like ours, there 
should be an insulating link about 
an inch from the opening of the 
shell. If light is controlled at the 
source by a pull device or switch, 
neither it nor the outside of light 
socket should be made of metal. 


Need a tiny, light washboard for 


a stain in your washbowl laundry? 
Try a clean comb. Just fold the 
wet fabric over your first two fin- 
gers and rub the spot briskly over 
the flat side of the comb.

WSPAPfcRI 
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The Bandung Affair 


Beforehand, the West feared a great stroke of commu- 


nism at the Bandung Afro-Asian conference. In fact, the 
United States and its Western friends scored a moral vic- 
tory at the historic gathering. 


All aside from who may have won or lost, the confer- 


ence contributed much to the West's education on Asian mat- 
ters. It showed: 
1. That there is no such thing as the "Asian mind as 


many have claimed. Asia made plain that, like the West, it 
has nearlv as many voices as it has separate lands. 


2. That Prime Minister Nehru of India, a leading world 


neutralist, is not the leader of Asia as he would wish to be. 
At Bandung he did not even speak for all the neutrals. At 
most, Burma and Indonesia may be said to have taken his 
cue. 3. That, at least in Asia, even a neutral can be pushed 
too far, and when so pushed can demonstrate it is not wholly 
blind to communism's dangers. Tiny, neutral Ceylon, rep- 
resented by its premier, Sir John Kotelawala, delivered the 
conference's most telling assault on the "new colonialism" of 
Red China and Russia. 


4. That the West, though not directly represented at 


the meeting, must have done excellence advance spadework 
among its attending supporters and sympathizers. In sur- 
prising number they spoke out vigorously and eloquently 
against the perils of encroaching communism. 


They performed so ably that from the outset Red Chi- 


nese Premier Chou En-lai, the social lion of Bandung, was 
on the defensive. 


5. That, however much he was the focus of attention, 


his Communist country stirs only limited sympathy among 
the nations of Asia and Africa. This was clear despite the 
fact that Chou conducted himself with rare decorum and 
mildness—evidently on coaching suggestions from Nehru. . 


Yet the Bandung affair cannot be put down, neverthe- 


less, as a smashing and positive triumph for the West. Nor 
was it a crushing defeat for communism. 
Chou did keep 


himself reined in, though provoked by criticism, especially 
Kotelawala's. Undoubtedly he made some headway as a 
man of peace and goodwill. 


For all his charm and restraint, one may wonder 


whether this would have been so had he not responded to 
unmistakable conference pressures by offering to negotiate 
the Formosa issue with America.

The real failure at Bandung was Nehru. From the be- 


ginning the non-Red, non-neutralist nations declined to be 
Impressed into the mold he had cast for them. They spoke 
out: They displayed the real diversity of Asia, when Nehru 
longed to erect a facade of unity with himself recognized as 
the architect 


The West's friends declined to approve what was to be 


one of. Nehru's master strokes, a resolution condemning 
Western colonialism. They fought for language that would 
delineate Red tyranny as a new and even more fearful col- 
onialism. In the end, the delegates endorsed a watered down 
version that simply assailed colonialism without mentioning 
East or West. 


Nehru was at his worst when he tried to answer charges 


of Red colonialism by declaring that Russia has not re- 
duced the Iron Curtain lands to enslavement, that they are 
free and independent. 


What emerged at Bandung from the fog of Western 


fears was a bright hope. The hope is that large parts of 
Asia may still be fertile ground for the seeds of real West- 
ern friendship. Bift the West must learn much more than 
it has ever known if it is to sow those seeds and successfully 
cultivate that ground. 


The Doctor Says 


Improved Methods Big Boon 
To Brain Tumor Victims 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Does a brain tumor always show 


In an X-ray film? How does a 
brain tumor affect a person? These 
ars questions recently 
received 


•which raise the question of brain 
tumors in general. 


In answer to these specific ques- 


tions it should ba said that a brain 
tumor may not show in an X-ray 
film and other tests are always 
necessary. What symptoms result 
•from a brain tumor depend on the 
location of the tumor and its size. 
Many tests are available but a high 
"degree of skill and training in 
diagnosis is necessary before a 
brawi tumor can be diagnosed and 
its location determined. 


MOST OF US never develop a 


brain tumor but it is helpful to 
know that the diagnostic methods 
have so greatly improved in recent 
years that the chances of a suc- 
cessful operation are better now 
than ever before. 


Much of the credit for the great 


progress in this field goes to the 
pioneer nerve and brain surgeon, 
the late Dr. Harvey Gushing. His 
long and painstaking studies on 
human beings and animals played 
a large part in developing new 
methods of surgical treatment of 
the nervous system. Many others 
have made their contributions too, 
and though one does not like to 
think of it, the casualties of both 
world wars made possible the 
development of new 
techniques 


which have fre&tly «peed«d th« 
progress of n«urosurgery. 


ASIDE FROM WARTIME in- 


Jurie* there are a number of con- 
ditions for which this kind of oper- 
ation may b« needed. Accidents 
Can happen in peacetime also and 
If a portion of the skull It crushed 
in, the relief of pressure and other 
measures used by brain surgeons 
can, an doften has been, lifesaving. 
Many brtia tumors ai«o «an bt 


operated on successfully and this 
as is easy to imagine, is a compli 
cated allair. First, the location in 
the brain must be determined. To 
do this . requires an 
intimate 


knowledge of the functions of vari 
ous parts of the brain so that the 
symptoms can be analyzed and the 
necesary tests taken and correctly 
interpreted. 


Survery on the spinal cord is 


hardly less complicaed. Here, too 
injuries, tumors and other dis 
orders require difficult diagnostic 
methods before surgery is even 
considered. Only when it has been 
decided where in the spinal cord 
the trouble lies and its probable 
nature is it possible to plan the 
operation. There are delicate nerve 
connections here as well as in the 
brain, and the surgeon has to have 
a steady hand. 


BRAIN SURGERY, heart sur- 


gery, and lung surgery were each 
in their day considered 
almost 


impossible 
fields for 
practical 


work. The triumphs which have al 
ready been accomplished in these 
fields shows that almost nothing 
is Impossible given the intelligence, 
the will, the money, and the time. 


There will always be unsolved 


problems In medicine but surely 
the progress so far made com- 
pares favorably with that in any 
other field.

For our traveling readers we'd 
like to offer a few suggestion for possible stops while 
on the road. 


The points of interest we'll mention all are homes of 


those who stand out in history whether for states- 
manship or humor. If you travel in Illinois, Iowa or 
Wisconsin, here is what you can find: 


Abraham Lincoln's Home, Springfield. HI.—This is 


perhaps our favorite, and one which we have mentioned 
previously. The home of the 16th President has been the 
object of much restoration recently, and now the second 
floor is open to the public. This home is a must for Lin- 
colnians. as are the Lincoln Tomb and nearby New Salem 
State Park". 


Lincoln's home was built by a minister in 1S39, pur- 


chased by Lincoln in 1844 and deeded to the State of Illi- 
nois in 18S7.

Joseph Smith House, Xauvoo, 111.—The home of the 


Mormon Prophet is a public museum, maintained by the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of the Latter-Day 
Saints. Smith lived here after he and his followers were 
forced to leave Missouri. Smith lived here when he and 
his brother, Hyrum, were arrested on charges that they 
were sanctioning plural marriages. Gov. Thomas Ford, 
of Ogle County, ordered state militia into the area to pre- 


vent violence, and the Smiths surrendered. They wers 
lynched on June 27, 1844, in the Carthage jail by a mob 
of 200 men. 


Ulysses S. Grant House, Galena, 111.— Dixonites should 


need little introduction to the mansion presented to the 
Union conqueror of the Civil War. The house which was 
presented to the general after the war is a public mu- 
seum, open to the public, and is almost completely fur- 
nished with the Grants' household effects. 
In Galena 


you also may see the modest home where Grant lived 
before the war and the leather goods store where Grant 
worned as a cierk in pre-war days.

Frances E. Willard House, Evanston, VI.— A. shrine 


for the Woman's Christian Temperance Union is the 
Frances Willard home. Miss Willard was founder of the 
World Woman's Christian Temperance Union, and she 
gained world-wide recognition for her work. The home 
is maintained as when she lived in it, and the W. C. T. U. 
maintains its headquarters in a modern building at the 
rear of the home.

Carl Sandburg Cottage, Galesburg, 111.— One of the 


men fortunate enough to gain recognition during his own 
lifetime for his genius is Carl Sandburg. The birthplace 
of the man who became the Chicago poet is a railroad 
worker's cottage near the railroad shops. It is main- 
tained by the Carl Sandburg Association as a museum 
containing items of interest about Sandburg and Lincoln.

Erik Egge Cabin, Decorah. Iowa— This log cabin was 


built by one of the first settlers in the Decorah area, and 
when the Rev. Vilhelm Koren came to live with the 
Egges, it became the first Norwegian Lutheran parsonage 
west of the Mississippi. The cabin, built in 1851-52, is one 
of several on the Luther College campus.

Herbert Hoover Birthplace, West Branch, Iowa — The

disturbance of energy release in 
the central nervous system. About 
one and one half million recogniz- 
ed cases of epilepsy exist in the 
United States. In addition to these, 
there are probably a great many 
cases of epilepsy not recognized 
as such. 


Great strides have been made 


since World War H in the treat- 
ment of this disease. Present fa- 
cilities, however, are inadequate. 
Dr. Rosenberg 
suggested 
that 


travelling clinics in various parts 
of the state would help a great 
deal and would enable many peo- 
ple to get help without hospitali- 
zation. At present there is just one 
clinic for the entire state. It is lo- 
cated at the University of Illinois 
and is in operation Mondays and 
Wednesdays. 


To Place Patients 


Miss Pell told of the work done 


by the Social Service Department 
in placing patients in the com- 
munity. When a person is pro- 
nounced well enough to leave the 
State School, he is given a thor- 
ough physical examination, pro- 
vided with medicines and prescrip- 
tions to take with him, and placed 
in a carefully selected position or 
home situation if possible. The 
prospective employer and the peo- 
ple with whom the patient will live 
are made acquainted with his con- 
dition. During the rehabilitation 
period, the person is under the

The district was organized in 


1948, and at that time included the 
major share of the east end of the 
county. During the 
controversy 


over the building program various 
portions of the district, including 
the West Brooklyn, Compton and 
Steward areas, have 
withdrawn 


from District 271 to join other dis- 
tricts. The district has lost about 
$17,000,000 in assessed valuations 
due to the detachments. The 1955 
valuation is listed at $33,930,000. 


On Probation 


The district has been on proba- 


tion in the State Department of 
Public Instruction for the past 
year. The department recently con- 
ducted an inspection of district fa- 
cilities and the department's com- 
mittee on recognition will deter- 
mine whether the district will keep 
its accreditation.

day when the producers announced 
they would appeal from a court de- 
cision refusing to dismiss the com- 
plaint. 


Claim Oral Agreement 


According to the papers filed in 


State Supreme Court, Sinatra and 
the producers entered into an oral 
agreement Oct. 22, 1953, under 
which Sinatra would get $55,000 
and one per cent of net profits for 
playing the lead role in "On the 
Waterfront." 


The papers charge the producers 


repudiated the agreement one day 
before Sinatra was to start work 
in the film. 


The lead role in "On the Water- 


front," went to Marlon Brando. 
Both the film and Brando won 
Academy awards. 


The feud between Sinatra and 


Sullivan apparently stems from the 
fact that Sullivan wanted to put 
on a 30-minute documentary show- 
ing production of Sam Goldwyn's 
picture "Guys and Dolls." 


Sullivan offered to pay 532,000 to 


cover technical costs and invited 
Brando and Jean Simmons, key 
figures of the movie, to appear. 


Sullivan said both Brando and 


Miss Simmons "were to be paid 
by me." 
' Shortly afterward, Sinatra called 
upon the Screen Actors Guild to 
clamp down on free appearances 
on commercial TV shows. 


"I think a stand has to be made 


on these free appearances," Sina- 
tra said. "It is not fair that I do 
a show for Sullivan with no pay." 


In this week's Variety, entertain- 


ment trade newspaper, Sullivan 
took a page ad to hit what he call- 
ed Sinatra's "reckless charge" that 
his show doesn't pay its perform- 
ers.
